The Nazis’ fanatic effort to keep 
the ground war away from Ger- 
many produced some of the bitter- 
est fighting of the war yesterday 
both on the Italian and Russian 
fronts, with Hitler’s generals 
throwing in prodigious reserves of 
men and armor, 

The Red army smashed to with- 
in 18 miles of the industrial cen- 
ter of Kirovograd in a five-mile 
gain which tightened its annihila- 
tion loop around the pocketed rail 
hub of Znamenka in the Dnieper 
river bend. 

Clark Storms On. 


A week of desperate, uphill ef- 
fort saw Lieutenant General Mark 
W. Clark’s American and British 
Fifth Army troops holding every 
dominating height before Cassino 
in Italy and beating their way 
down to the plain in which that 
German stronghold is situated, yet 
front line dispatches dwelt main- 
ly on the savage quality of the en- 
emy’s resistance and emphasized 
that the remaining 75 miles to 
Rome would be a nightmare. 


An American brigadier genera! | 
deciared the Fifth Army’s feat in 
rooting the Germans out of the) 
principal mountain barrier in their | 
defense line was one of the great- 
est achievements of infantry in 
thissayar. In some places, he said, 
Allied troops had to pull them- 
selves up the steep slopes by 
means of ropes tied to trees and 
rocks—and this in the face of 
heavy enemy fire. 


It was disclosed that the Ger- 
mans had rushed in fresh units of 
trained mountain fighters to stem 
the advance of General Sir Ber- 
nard L. Montgomery’s Eighth 
Army in the rugged Apennines on 
Italy's backbone. The Eighth was 
engaged in heavy tank fighting in 
the area of Orsogna, 10 miles in- 
land from the Adriatic, and ap- 
parently had made little, if any, 
progress in 24 hours. 


5,000 Killed. 

West of Kiev in the Chernya- 
khov sector, where one of the big- 
gest tank battles of the war was 
raging. the Russians repulsed 
large-scale German tank and in- 
fantry counterattacks, Moscow an- 
nounced in its communique last 
night. 

Moscow dispatches said more 
than 5,000 Germans had been 
killed and approximately 200 
enemy tanks destroyed by Soviet 
gunners during the last three days 
in that explosive area where Axis 
forces are trying to achieve a mass 
breakthrough toward Kiev on the 
middle Dnieper.

LONDON, Dec. 9.—(4)—A reign 
of anarchy is sweeping France

The Paris broadcast quoted the 
newspaper Aujourd’ Hui as say- 
ing that “people are being killed 
on every street corner. There is 
robbery and pillage all over the 
countryside.” 

Marcel Deat, a leading propon- 
ent of collaboration with the Ger- 
mans, said in an article in: the 
same paper, according to the 
broadcast: 

“Banditism is becoming daily 
more audacious. It is no longer 
a question of isolated terrorism 
committed under~ the pretext of} 
patriotism. 

“We are faced with a vast move- 
ment of destruction. Highway- 
men and assassins are everywhere. 
The little man shouts for help, but 
the government is desperate and 
helpless. 

“Forces are now being organ- 
ized, however, which will stop this 
anarchy, and a brutal reaction in 
the near future is inevitable.” 

The Vichy radio, in a broadcast 
recorded by Reuters, said that a 
widespread roundup of terrorists 
by police and other agencies is in 
full swing throughout France, no- 
tably at Pas de Calais, Lille and 
in the Paris-Versailles district.

300 Subs Smashed in 8 Months 
ToSurpass Allied Freighter Loss

LONDON, Dec. 9.—(#)—Allied 
ships and planes hunting U-boats 
probably destroyed upwards of 
300 undersea raiders in the At- 
lantic from March to November, 
seriously crippling the submarine 
fleet which has been one of Hit- 
ler's main hopes for checkmating 
an invasion of Europe. 

An announcement tonight by 
President Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Churchill said that once 
again. in November, the number 
of U-boats sunk exceeded the 
number.of their victims, even 
though increased caution by the 
Nazis presented the Allied sub- 
killers with fewer targets. They 
said Allied merchant ship losses 
in November were the lowest in 
any month since May, 1941. 

The exact number of German 
submarines known sunk during 
November was not announced, but 
it was disclosed officially at the 


end of October that 150 U-boats|; 


had been smashed in the six 
months beginning in May, when 
the tide began shifting strongly 
toward the powerful team of 
United States and Britain. 

In the peak period of May and 


.total would come to at about 200, 


June, and again in August and 
September, U-boats were sunk at 
the rate of one a day, and even 
if this rate of destruction were 
cut in half, it would mean that 15 
more submersibles were sunk in 
November. Drawing from this to) 
estimate the Germans’ U- boat |

Although the Nazi submarines 
were more successful before that 
time, a good number were de- 
stroyed as they roamed the north 
and south Atlantic, attacking sin- 
gle ships as well as convoys. 

It is well known that official 
reports along this line are exceed- 
ingly cautious. All in all, it may 
be that 300 would be a conserva- 
tive calculation for the nine-month 
period, It would not seem im- 
possibly high to suggest that the 
toll might have reached 350 or 
even 400. 

A Washington statement said 
tonight the use of bases in the 
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Azores, permitted under an old 
 Portugal-Britain pact, contributed 
largely to last month’s success in 
the antisubmarine war. 

The Allies’ losses caused by 
submarines for March,never have 
been disclosed. officially, but it 


would be safe to guess that such 
sinkings had to be counted by 
‘the scores, for Admiral Karl 
Doenitz, supreme commander of 
the German Navy, was able to 
keep about 200 undersea craft 
operating at all times. This, on 
the generally accepted ratio of 
one-third in action, one-third in 
ports and the remainder in transit. 


It is presumed that the Germans 
have been: able to construct some 
150 new submarines. But this has 
not restored the force to its nor- 
mal strength because of the with- 
drawal of large numbers. for refit- 
ting, to meet the challenge of en- 
larged Allied surface and air cover 
and new offensive devices. 


With all these setbacks, it is 


doubted whether Doenitz now can‘ 


keep as many U-boats as previous- 
ly at battle positions on a regular 
basis.

In addition, the U-boat has been 
eased from the Nazi propaganda 
stream, in favor of “secret weap- 
ons,” it appears. It has been re- 
ported reliably that German sub- 
marine construction has been de- 
prived of its former top priority 
rating.

than helpful, to the south if, it is applied to the present un- 
equal freight rate structure, Chairman Walter McDonald, of 
the Georgia Public Service Commission, says. 


Commenting on Interstate Com- 
merce Commission examiners’ rec- 
ommendations that freight rate 
classifications be made uniform, 
McDonald said the ICC would be 
“putting the cart before the 
horse” if it acted on classifications 
before it acted on the rates. 


He said he expects public serv- 
ice commissioners of all southern 
states to join the Georgia group 
in asking that uniformity in classi- 
fication not become effective until 
uniformity in rates is ordered. 

“We asked for, and we want, an 
uniform freight classification for 
all parts of the nation,” McDonald 
declared. “But the main thing we 
want is uniform rates. We want 
the two orders to be made simul- 
taneous, or at least make the rate 
order first. Otherwise, the south 
will be harmed with uniform 
classifications applied to unequal 
rates.” 

There are three different classi- 
fication zones in the United States 
—the official or eastern zone, the 
southern zone and the western 
zone, McDonald explained. Under 
each of these zones are different 
classes—Class 1, Class 2, Class 3, 
Class 4, etc.—for freight. 

Unifying the classifications 
would make the type freight 
shipped in Class 1 in the southern 
and western zenes the same as 
that of Class 1 in the official ter- 
ritory, and similarly for Class 2, 
Class 3, etc. But it would not 
automatically make the rates for 
these classifications uniform. 
Rates for Class 1 freight in the 
south are much higher than rates 
for Class 1 freight in the north, 
McDonald pointed out. 

The south fs given the benefits 
of certain exceptions to the first- 
class freight regulations, McDon- 
ald explained. Clothing, for in- 
stance, travels on the third-class 
rating in the south, which is 30 
per cent cheaper than the first- 
class rate applied in the eastern, 
or official, zone. By making the 
classifications uniform, clothing 
would be shipped by the south 
on the first-class rate—first-class 
rate as applied to the south, which 
is higher than that of the north. 

This 30 per cent cheaper charge 
on the exception rule is still high- 
er than the north’s first-class rate 
on clothing. 

Difference in the north and the 
south first-class rates is shown in 
this example, McDonald said: The 
rate on a 100-pound shipment 
from New York city to Louisville, 
both in the official zone, is $1.64 
for this 85lmile trip. The rate on a 
similar shipment from Atlanta in 
the southern zone, to Louisville, is 
$1.66 for this = trip.

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Beheaded Body 
Found on Rails 
At Fort Valley

FORT VALLEY, Ga., Dec. 9.— 
Robbery is believed to have been 
the motive for the slaying of John 
Jump, 52, a textile worker, whose 
nude, beheaded and bisected body 
was found on the. railroad tracks 
here early this morning. 

Coroner G. C. Poole, who con- 
vened a jury and launched an in- 
vestigation shortly after discovery 
of the body, said tonight a thor- 
ough examination showed that 
Jump’s head had been severed 
with a knife and “some heavy in- 
strument.” 

The body had also been severed 
in the abdomen, the coroner said. 

A minute examination of the 
body, Coroner Poole said, failed to 
reveal any bruises or lacerations 
commonly found on bodies struck 
by trains, 

“It is evident he was slain and 
then placed on the railroad tracks 
to make it appear as if a train 
had run over him,” the Coroner 
said, 

Jump, whose wife and married 
daughter live in Tifton, Ga., had 
resided in Fort Valley about two 
years. It was common knowledge, 
the coroner said, that Jump was 
in the habit of carrying a large 
sum of money. 

Trousers and underwear, identi- 
fied as Jump’s clothing, were 
found about 100 yards from the 
body. The trousers, the coroner 
said, had been stripped of all val- 
uables. 

On the request of Sheriff W. H. 
Beeland, of Peach county, and the 
Fort Valley police chief, C. W. 
Cochran, Coroner Poole recessed 
the inquest to give them an op- 
portunity for further investiga- 
tion.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—(?)— 
Urged on by the Democratic ma- 
jority leader, the senate over- 
whelmingly approved a preposed 
8-cents-an-hour wage increase for 
non-operating railroad workers to- 
day despite protests from the ad- 
ministration’s top hold&the-line of- 
ficials that it would be a wedge 
for inflation. 

A 74-to-4 roll call sent to the 
house the resolution authorizing 
the pay rise for 1,100,000 wage- 
earners.

James F. Byrnes and Fred M. Vin- 
son. 

Senators Ellender, Democrat, 
Louisiana; Bailey, Democrat, North 
Carolina; Ferguson, Republican, 
Michigan, and Vandenberg, Repub- 
lican, Michigan, voted against the 
proposal. 

Majority Leader Barkley, of 
Kentucky, took the floor in the 
closing minutes of a day-long de- 
bate to tell the senate to “dis- 
charge our responsibility as we 
see it.”

Ben Overstreet Jr., executive

Huge Increase

In Southeast 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—(4)— 
The Treasury Department report- 
ed today that its nationwide drive 
against “black markets” in alco- 
holic beverages had uncovered 
improper and falsified sales rec- 
ords by some wholesalers and a 
sharp increase in moonshining. 

A Senate Judiciary Subcommit- 
tee will open an inquiry tomor- 
row into the current shortage of 
whisky. 

The Treasury campaign has 
been directed principally, officials 
said, to tracing large liquor sales 
which might indicate a diversion 
into black market channels, 


Stewart Berkshire, head of the 
alcohol tax unit in the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue, said PR som ak 


mess in cases where regulations 
have been violated. 

As to moonshining, the Treasury 
unit said it had seized 507 illicit 
stills in a recent four-week pe- 
riod. The seizures were princi- 
pally in southeastern states and 
represented a 46 per cent increase 
over the autumn of 1942, when 
moonshining was at its lowest 
level of activity since repeal of 
prohibition. 

Discussing the senate subcom- 
mittee’s plans, Senator Ferguson, 
Republican, Michigan, said the 
lawmakers were interested particu- 
larly in the ability of some by-the- 
drink retailers to obtain sufficient 
supplies while state-owned stores 
can’t get enough to meet demands, 

Ferguson expressed the belief 
that there is a growing black mar- 
ket in liquor in which some whole- 
salers are charging more than ceil- 
ing prices, 

The Treasury disclosed also 
that imports of gin from Cuba 
and Mexico ‘are undergoing offi- 
cial scrutiny because many such 
shipments of gin contain, it said, 
little or no juniper flavoring—the 
essential flavoring material for 
gin under the standards of identi- 
ty—and inferior spirits, 

Similar difficulties have devel- 
oped in connection with imported 
whiskies. Berkshire said in some 
cases such liquors have been found 
to contain cane spirits and flavor-

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Chinese Retake 
Changteh, Vital 
Rice Bowl City

On two possible roads back to 
the Philippines, American war- 
ships and carrier-borne planes 
bombarded Nauru island while 
Australian troops capture Wareo, 
Japanese jungle stronghold in 
New Guinea. 


Nauru lies 500 miles west of the 
Gilbert Islands on the long cor- 
ridor to the Philippines between 
the Japanese-held Caroline Is- 
lands and Melanesia, from which 
the enemy is being slowly driven. 
Wednesday's attack was an- 
nounced last night by Admiral 
Chester W. Nimitz. 


It was the first time warships 
had been able to approach close 
enough to turn their guns on the 
former British island, previously 
bombed by carrier and Army 
planes. 

Later, Nimitz revealed a Liber- 
ator has sunk a patrol boat at 
Jaluit atoll in the Marshalls and 
probably destroyed three other 
vessels, The bomber strafed base 
facilities at Jaluit, 

Wareo, far down and on the 
southern flank of that corridor, 
was the site of the latest Japanese 
stand on Huon peninsula. Its cap- 
ture Wednesday was announced 
today by General MacArthur. Vic- 
torious Australians pursued the 
routed Japanese northward. 


Chinese Score Victory. 

The Chinese scored a significant 
victory in driving the Nipponese 
from Changteh in China’s central 
rice bowl. 

The strategic city of Changteh 
was recaptured from the invaders. 

American planes played a vital 
role in the Chinese victory. They 
swept widely above other war the- 
aters as Tokyo radio expressed 
concern over Allied aerial supe- 
riority in the southern and mid- 
Pacific. 

Tokyo radio told of an attack 
by Mustang fighters on Hanoi and 
Haiphon in Indo-China. 

Other Allied bombers continued 
to pour tons of explosives on vul- 
nerable points of New Britain 
across a narrow stretch of water 
from New Guinea’s Huon penin- 
sula, where Australian colurnns 
pushed the Japanese deeper inte 
the jungles. 

Japanese airfields on Bougain- 
ville, in the Solomons, received 
their usual pummeling, while 
American ground forces extended 
their beachhead against scant Jap- 
anese opposition. Only 254 Ameri- 
cans have been killed on the 
island since they landed Novem- 
ber 1. Japanese casualties were 
estimated at 2,500. 

Stimson’s Comment. 

All of this was encouraging, 
but, Secretary of War Stimson 
pointed out in Washington that 
the war to date has been of a 
“perimeter nature.” Outside of 
China, he commented, Allied 
ground forces have not clashed 
with the main masses of Japa- 
nese troops. Nor has the United 
States Navy met the powerful 
Japanese home fleet.. 

“A great deal remains to be 
done,” said Lieutenant General 
Walter Kreuger, commander of 
the American Sixth Army, at his 
jungle headquarters in the south- 
west Pacific, “but we'll put every- 
thing we have into bringing about

|Press, Radio Urged To Ignore 


‘Volunteer’ Censoring of News 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—(#?)— 
The Office of Censorship came out 
in strong language tonight for the 
printing of still more war news, 
urging the nation’s press and radio 


to ignore “volunteer” censors who 
would tell them what not to pub- 


lish. 

Without stating whether Army 
or Navy officers, or others, were 
referred to, Director of Censorship 
Byron Price said in a note to edi- 
tors distributed through the major 
news services: 

“I solicit your continued co-op- 
eration to see, in this instance, 
that a dangerous psychology of 
overcensorship is not created 
throughout the land by the activi- 
ties of a miscellany of volunteer 
firemen.” 

Price announced that new edi- 
tions of the press and broadcast- 
ers’ codes of voluntary censorship, 
under which press and radio are 
operating, will be made known 
tomorrow, 

What’s Not Requested. 

He said: 

“Every editor and broadcaster 
is asked to take note not only of 
what is requested, but of what is 
not requested. ... Many of 
you have been led by overzealous- 
ness to withhold information hav- 
ing no security value, on the ad- 
vice of persons having no au- 


oe , 
“The Office of Censorship, a 
civilian agency, is the only govern- 
ment agency authorized by the 
President to request that certain 
news be not published or broad- 


cast.” 


“The codes specifically ask that 
requests from others which appear 
out of harmony with the codes 
(of censorship) be disregarded or 
submitted to this office. 

“I am sure that neither the pub- 
lishing industry north the broad- 
casting industry wants to abrogate 
its responsibility to disseminate all 
news which does not violate na- 
tional security.” 

Asked to specify what “volun- 
teer” censors were meant, the Of- 
fice of Censorship said tonight 
that Price would hold a press con- 
ference Friday morning.

In some instances, it was said, 
local commanding or public rela- 
tions officers had requested a lo- 
cal ban on publication. Usually 
this was done to give the officers 
time to investigate the situation, 
and in circumstances which made 
it difficult or impossible to con- 
sult officials in Washington, who 
could then have made the request 
to the Office of Censorship. Such 
local requests, however, have the 
weight only of requests, although 
at times the phrasing may have 
been that of an order, the spokes- 
man said.

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Making Progress | 

Not enough significance has been attached, 

in some circles, to the recommendation, on 
Saturday last, by two of the three examiners 


of the Interstate Commerce Commission that. 


a system of uniform freight classification be 
effectuated the country over within a period 
of six months. 

This undeniably, as Tennessee Governor 
Prentiss Cooper has pointed out, “represents 
a very substantial step towards the abolition 
of unequal rates throughout America.” 

What so few people realize is that the ICC 
is now conducting, not one, but two investiga- 
tions having to do with the cause of southern 
freight rates. One, of course, is concerned with 
the equalization of the rates themselves. The 
other is aimed at bringing about a uniform 
system of freight classification, without which, 
quite: obviously, the other would be utterly 
without value to us, 

It is not generally known but, in addition 
to setting their own rates—subject, of course, 
to the approval of the ICC, railroads are al- 
lowed to set up their own freight classifica- 
tions. Thus it is that freight shipments which 
might well fall into Class One in some sections 
of the country, come under Class Two in 
others. This, naturally, is a situation which 
must be corrected before we can claim to have 
accomplished much toward the actual elimi- 
nation of discriminatory rates. 

The fact, therefore, that the majority of 
the ICC’s examiners who made a study of the 
matter have recommended uniform classifica- 
tions cannot be dismissed as of: little or no 
importance. 

It is, on the other hand, a very encourag- 
ing indication of the fact that the ICC’s un- 
prejudiced review of the southern freight rate 
structure has revealed, as we knew all the time 
it would, gross discriminations which are now 
to be eliminated.

No Good Purpose 

Recurring rumors to the effect that the 
state quota of this or that commodity is about 
to be slashed can, by no stretch of the imagi- 
nation, be construed as beneficial to the overall 
war effort. 

The latest tempest in a teapot, the reported 
slashing of gasoline coupon values, has been 
revealed as idle gossip based on a misunder- 
standing growing out of a statement by a 
spokesman of the Petroleum Administration 


for War to the effect that gas and oil alloca- 


tions for Georgia and Florida in December will 
be 20 to 40 per cent less than in recent months. 

This, it was belatedly explained, will still 
leave the two states more than enough gas to 
fill civilian needs in as much as supplies will 
continue to be adequate to provide the proper 
number of gallons for the corresponding ration 
coupons. 

Meanwhile, however, there is no way to esti- 
‘mate the effect, both on the gasoline supply 
and public morale, which the rumor had while 
it lived and was given credence. 

It is true, of course, that the main reason 
for the widespread acceptance of such rumors 
as truth lies in the fact that people have learn- 
ed, through sad experience, that the rationing 
picture has been subject to change without 
notice. But it is also true that the recent 
record of the OPA and associated rationing 
agencies is such as to festore public confidence 
to a-‘large degree. 

As for the gasoline situation, this much 
seems true: The overall supply along the 
eastern seaboard will diminish during the 
coming months ... and for good and obvious 
reasons. But that does not necessarily mean 
that a reduction in coupon values will be 
entailed, and certainly we may now rest as- 
sured that, when such reductions are neceés- 
sary, they will be announced well in advance 
and not by way of corner gossip.

ON THE HOOF MOULTRIE, Ga., Dec.’ 9.—Perhaps you re- 

member that old ballad entitled “Did You 
Ever See a Dream Walking?” Well, it was very sentimental and 
very touching. 


But in these days of ration books it lacks the sentiment of the 
theme song in Moultrie today, which is, “Did 
You Ever See a Steak Walking? Well, 1 Did.” 

The Southeastern Polled Hereford Show and 
sale is on here today and it is downright touch- 
ing to see the spectators, the nonprofessionals, 
sitting in the stands looking at all the steaks and 
sirloin roasts walking around here. 

To the Polled Hereford people the exhibit 
may be merely one showing the great bulls of 
the year. But to the spectators it is just so 
many T-bone and sirloin steaks. 

“Man, man,” you will hear them say. “Imagine 
a good two or three-inch sirloin carved off that 
fellow and cooked over charcoal with French 
fried onions and shoestring potatoes on the side.”, 

The spectator will stand there with all” his 
friends around him, sobbing silentiy, tears run- 
ning down their cheeks, as they stand and see 

, the steaks walking. Now and then strong men 
break down as they think of the inevitable chicken or the hot dogs 
waiting them at home. They are led weeping from the arena be- 


_ cause here are the finest steaks and prime rib roasts in the south- 


east. But they are all walking. And will be for some time; 


These are the aristocrats of animals, the bovine beauties, the 
very real hope of the future in Georgia and the southeast. I also 
include in this hope the Angus cattle and all other good breeds. 
But it so happens that the Hereford breed makes up 90 per cent 
of the registered herds in America and the Polled Hereford may 
be the answer to southern cattle production. 


A LITTLE STORY In 1921 a young man from Senatobia, 
Miss,, entered the University of Alabama. 
He played a little football but he was better at baseball. He was 
the catcher on the varsity team and in 1926, after a postgraduate 
year in animal husbandry, he was offered a baseball contract with 
a major league club. This morning he showed me a check. It was 
a check he had received for. one of his prize bulls sold to C. W. 
Greene in Elizabethtown, N. C. 
The check was for $10,000. 


I put this down to illustrate just what sort of a show this is and 
what sort of an industry the Polled Hereford breeders are develop- 
ing in Georgia and the south. 


I do not mean the sales here will produce one bull selling for 
that much or half that much, but the prices will be good. There 
are no bad bulls or cows here. Some are, of course, better than 
others and this is a sale where the southeastern breeders are offer- 
ing for sale registered bulls and cows which can be used in building 
up herds in the southeast. 


These Herefords will bring a good price and each one will make 
the future of the southeast brighter and better. 


M. P. Moore, who bought his first few head in 1926 after gradu- 
ating from Alabama, has one of the finest herds in America and 
has won many championships in the national shows. 


Last year at the 1943 sale he sold 50 head and the average price 
for each of that 50 head of cattle was $1,514. Yes, a little more 
than $1,500 each. This was from a southern herd. » 


What I am trying to get over is the fact that livestock, good 
livestock, is sure to make over Georgia’s economy and also that of 
other cotton states. It isn’t easy. It isn’t something to be rushed 
into. It requires money. But, it is the answer to rebuilding soil 
and crops. 


M. P. Moore’s cattle are on 826 acres, of which 125 acres are in 
cotton. The farm has been in use for 100 years. Because of the 
benefits derived from plain cow manure that farm land is now 
producing more cotton than it ever did, even in the first years when 
it was rich, new land. 


Cattle build land, they provide a financial return, and they can 
become a great business.

This bitter- 
hess has expressed itself in sneers 
at the naval uniform derided as 
a monkey suit, heckling and taunts 
about the great disparity in pay 
for similar risks. Exposéd in 
their campaign against the morale 
and loyalty of the fighting serv- 
ices, the Communists angrily de-

of official report in the Navy and 
Coast Guard records, and even set 
about ingratiating themselves with 
the Navy men by collecting pools 
out of the high wages, which they 
offered the fighters as tips for 
beating off attacks by planes and 
submarines, ; 

As proof of the attitude of this 
Communist-front union toward 
the Navy, the Army as well, I 
cite herewith some remarks de- 
livered to a meeting of the Na- 
tional Maritime Union of Novem- 
ber 18, by Joseph Curran, its pres- 
ient, who recently received from 
President Roosevelt an arbitrary 
draft deferment which places him 
beyond harm’s reach for the du- 
ration of the war. 

Curran had been discussing 
overtime pay, which is the prin- 
cipal concern of most civilian sail- 
ors of his union. Then he said:

port on today. The. 
ships today are af- 
flicted with 90-day wonders.” 

This contemptuous remark re- 
ferred to the young Navy ensigns, 
mostly college men, who have 
been trained rapidly in the emer- 
gency and placed aboard merchant 
ships in command of the gun 
crews. The Communists laughed 
at the sneer. 

“They come from all over the 
country. Some of these wonders 
are ensigns in command of a gun 
crew. (Laughter). The biggest 
gun the ever fired, some of them, 
was a hypodermic back in the 
woods some place. (Laughter). 
Then you have a guy who is 
known as a nurse’s aid in some 
parts. He carries a manual! in his 
pocket. He is a second lieutenant 
in the Army. (Laughter). Once 
in a while he has to read through 
the book and find something in 
the regulations to plague the crew 
with. (Laughter). 

“On this particular ship I want 
to tell you about the whole crew 
was put under arrest for stealing 
Army property. We found that 
everyone on the ship, with the 
exception of one or two, were new 
boys who didn’t know what it was 
all about. We went down and 
we looked over the gear that was 
supposed to have been stolen. 
There were a couple of GI 
jumpers that the soldiers had 
thrown away on the ship. There 
was another GI jumper that one 
guy had won in a .crap game. 
(Laughter). Another one had on 
a shirt which was sold to him by 
a soldier. There were a couple 
of pairs of shoes which were too 
heavy for a soldier to wear so he 
left them. That is the extent of 
the gear for which the whole crew 
was going to be arrested. After 
we looked it over and were get- 
ting ready to defend the crew, the 
second lieutenant must have re- 
considered and dropped all the 
charges against them. 

“This gives you an 
indication of what 
Advice you can run into. I 

advise all members, 
don’t buy any gear off a soldier. 
(laughter and applause). Be- 
cause if you do, some second 
lieutenant right out of the—well, 
wherever he comes from (laugh- 
ter) is going to have you on the 
carpet. | 

“In order to keep out from un- 
der second lieutenants and en- 
signs, don’t take any of that gear 
and don’t allow anybody to put it 
in a crap game. We know they 
have the finger on the merchant 
men, We know they go around 
telling the soldiers that merchant 
seamen make too much money, 
that they are draft dodgers. Those 
people who make these claims 
usually have a soft job in the of- 
fice of supply a thousand miles 
behind the lines. You are doing 
as important a job as any lieu- 
tenant that ever walked the plank 
and you don’t have to take this 
from any of them.” 

The truth is, of course, that 
thievery is common among union 
merchant sailors (many of whom 
are illiterate riff-raff from the 
Caribbean who can’t even sign 
articles) and that young armed 
guard officers have been constant- 
ly harassed by the fixed policy of 
the Communists to turn the en- 
listed sailors against them. 

Curran’s sneers about the 90- 
day wonders and the Army officer 
whom he called a nurse’s aid, are 
typical expressions of this Com- 
munist-front toward the loyal 
Americans on the merchant ves- 
sels. Nevertheless, he enjoys high 
favor at the White House and has 
been photographed in ceremonies 
with both the President and Mrs. 
Roosevelt.

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
POSTWAR OUTLOOK WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—In the light 
0 


f the Cairo and Iran declarations, 
informed government sources are beginning to see more clearly the 
outline of postwar developments which will be of far-reaching and 
transcendent importance to this country. 

The Japanese empire, heretofore the No. 1 power in Asia, is to 
be dismembered. After the death sentence im- 
posed at Cairo by President Roosevelt, Prime 
Minister Churchill and Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek, we well may expect that the postwar world 
will find Japan shorn of her former position and 
reduced to the status of a.crowded, starving Pa- 
cific island, her colonial realm gone, her power 
destroyed, and her industries severely crippled. 

With all of that will go the very considerable 
world trade which the mimicky little Japs have 
been able to build up through their cheap labor 
during the past 50 years, 

Germany likewise is to fall from her position 
as the No. 1 industrial and military power of Eu- 
rope. Her boundaries will be narrowed, her ter- 
ritory occupied, her army gone, and her indus 
tries stripped almost beyond repair. 

Here will be two great voids in the world 
scheme of things which must be filled. We are 

relying upon China to step into the vacuum left by Japan’s dis- 
memberment. She will be given an opportunity to develop as the 
great power of Asia, taking overwhere the treacherous Japs left off. 

Russia stands to benefit more by the failure of Germany. She 

seems certain to emerge as the No, 1 influence in Europe, both as 
to industry and military strength. In the beginning, she may be 
rather weak industrially, but economists agree that it will not take 
long for her to rebuild her industrial strength. For one thing, 
Stalin is counting on the aid of some 4,000,000 conscripted German 
laborers to help restore the damage done by Hitler’s invading hordes. 

Britain will carry on much as she has in the past, with her 

empire intact and with her world position strengthened by the 
elimination of Germany and Japan as competitive factors in her 
international economy. 


U. S. POSITION But the one great fact that looms largest on 

the postwar horizon is the position of the 
United States. Beyond any doubt that now can be raised, we will 
come out of the war as incomparably the world’s greatest military 
and industrial power. No rival is expected to appear for many 
years to threaten our unquestioned position. 

No nation will exist with developed resources capable of sup- 
porting the industrial and miltiary power the United States will 
be able to marshal in any category of activity. We will be supreme 
on land, in the air, and on the sea, 

All of this has the elements of producing the greatest period of 
prosperity and national prestige in the history of the country. It 
might easily be the pinnacle of our development as the greatest 
nation in the world—the chief world power, with all the benefits 
and advantages in the way of trade that go with such a station. 

All of Germany’s and Japan’s foreign investments, totaling some 
billions of dollars, will undoubtedly be taken over by the United 
States and Britain. Russia will get her reparations from several 
billion dollars’ worth of goods produced annually in Germany over 
an unspecified number of years, Under our system, we could not 
accept payments of the kind. Both labor and capital would find it 
conflicting with their interests. In Russia it does not matter. 

The acquisition of these foreign investments will only enhance 
our position as the leading industrial nation of the world. The 
elimination of Germany and Japan as competitors will be another 


major influence. 

LEADERSHIP LACKING? Perhaps the only thing that can 
prevent us from exploiting the 

highly advantageous position into which we will be thrust by virtue 

of war events will be a lack of leadership commensurate with the 

lofty responsibilities that will be ours. 

If America follows the folly of the last postwar period, if it 
buries its head in the sands of isolation as we did under the now 
repudiated Harding administration, then we will not deserve the 
benefits of the opportunities which will be open to us. And we will 
probably meet the test with only a modicum of success. 

The Cairo and Iran declarations of the Allied government heads 
open up the vista of great things to come. They point the way 
to the United States ultimately taking its place as the leader of all 
enlightened nations, greater in power and prestige than ever before 
in its history. 

On the people rests the responsibility for giving us the type of 
leadership in public affairs which will be needed to maintain the 
high position open to us. If they succeed, our prosperity promises 
to be so great that the two or three hundred billion-dollar debt 
left by the war will be only chicken feed. Otherwise, it may be @ 
burden holding us back for years.

Taxis won't 
‘come to your house on call any 
more, but if you are downtown 
you can still pick them up. Every- 
body has money, and entertain- 
ment of all kinds goes full blast. 
Ninety per cent of the people you 
meet say, ‘I think we're too com- 
placent here at home.’ 


“The people are talking a lot of 
Republican talk, but from what I 
could see of the tenor of the peo- 
ple the President will stay in next 
year. 

“I found absolutely no criticism 
of the grand strategy or the con- 
duct of the war, although there is

Frankie Sinatra Placed in 4-F; 
Still Must Croon to Tax Office 


By BOB CONSIDINE 

NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—(INS)— 
Frank Sinatra, emaciated Romeo 
of the nation’s juke box addicts, 
may be 4-F so far as the Army 
is concerned, but he’s still a juicy 
1-A in the eyes of another agency 
of Uncle Sam—the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue. 

The boney pin-up boy of mil- 
lions of moonstruck girls flunked 
his Army physical examination to- 
day at a Newark induction center. 
He has a perforated eardrum— 
self-inflicted by tego many rendi- 
tions of “As Time Goes By,” his 
enemies say. But he’s still-a Gen- 
eral MacArthur, or, more specifi- 
cally, a latter-day Midas, in the 
eyes of the tax office. He may not 
be able to fight for the Army but 
he’ll go a long way toward sup- 
porting it in the manner to which 
it is accustomed. 

Instead of going on the Army 
payroll at $50 a month, and eat- 
int and equipping himself at the 
expense of the taxpayers, Sinatra 
will go back to his swooning au- 
diences and net a million dollars 
during the next year. The esti- 
mate, according to his friends 
along Broadway, is conservative. 

$10 a Seat. 

Celebrating the first full day of 
his 4-F’hood, Sinatra will open a 
week’s engagement at a Pittsburgh 
movie house tomorrow. After that 
he goes to Philadelphia. Last week 
in Boston, at’ the RKO-Boston 
theater, he grossed $61,005— 
slightly rupturing the theater’s old 
record of $40,000. Ninety-nine cent 
seats for his opening performance 
at Pittsburgh tomorrow are selling 
for $10, it is alarmingly reported. 

Sinatra now owns himself, Uncle 
Sam—who had to share him with 
many other stockholders—will be 
glad to know. Like Max Baer, who 
sold so many shares in himself 
that at one period he was 110 per 
cent owned, Sinatra until recently 
was cut up like an orphanage pie. 
Tommy Dorsey, for whom he used 
to sing, owned 33. 1-3 per cent of 
him. Dorsey’s manager, Leonard 
Vannerson, owned 20 per cent. 
Something called the General 
Amusement Company, a booking 
agency, owned 10 per cent. Sinatra 
thus was able to pocket only 
3624 cents out of every buck 
he earned, and then, of course, 
the spindly old gentleman with the 
star-spangled pants and goatee ex- 
tracted a healthy tax cut out of 
what Sinatra had left. 

Broadway Legend. 

The Broadway legend is that 

after Sinatra’s repeated efforts to 


‘unload the heavy drains on his 


income, a new manager began 
whispering around town that 
Sinatra—who is happily married, 


with one child and another on the 
way—was about to be placed in 
1-A and inducted. 

Little by litthe, Dorsey and 
Vannerman were deftly urged to 
sell out their stake in the young 
mooer. Finally, they succumbed. 
Their price was $65,000. Sinatra 
put up $35,000 and the Music Cor- 
poration of America put up the 
other $30,000—in exchange for 
which it gained Sinatra’s promise 
that it could represent him ex- 
clusively, for. 10 per cent, at the 
expiration of the General Amuse- 
ment Company’s contract. 

So now, with a long civilian life 
ahead of him, Sinatra owns 90 
per cent of himself. Ahead of 
him lie almost unprecedented op- 
portunities for making money. In 
theater appearances he now works 
for a weekly guarantee of $15,000, 
or 50 per cent of ‘tthe gross. 

New Radio Contract. 

His new radio contract—fortu- 
nately it is not television, for he 
is sponsoring a vitamin pill—will 
call for $12,500 a week on the side. 
His movie contract. callg for so 
much money that we cannot print 
the sum, what with ciphers being 


rationed. 


Sinatra needs a police escort ev- 
ery time he steps out of a theater 
or a radio studio. The girls would 
tear him to bits. But he remains 
the same happy-go-lucky kid who 
used to sing locally for $5 a throw. 

Sinatra’s million-dollar income 
for 1944 will gladden the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue to the tune 
of about $880,000. The girls of 
the land would have indeed wept 
if their groaner had been tossed 
into the anonymity of the Army. 

But their grief would have been 
no more touching than that of Mr. 
Morgenthau. Mr. Morgenthau, no 
crooner-fancier he, will not care 
if Sinatra further perforates him- 
self from head to foot—so long as 
he keeps singing in civilian clothes.

Power of Suggestion. 

Bayer, a famous German psy- 
chologist, found that this law of 
suggestion even operates with ref- 
erence to hens. 

Three full or surfeited hens will 
not start eating again if one hun- 
gry hen begins to peck at a pile 
of wheat in front of all four. 

But one full hen will resume 
eating and ingest 60 per cent more 
food if one hungry hen begins eat- 
ing beside her. Three hungry 
hens will stimulate her to eat still 
more than this 60 per cent addi- 
tional. 

Don’t cheat your children out of 
brothers and sisters by the ration- 
alized argument that you cannot 
afford more youngsters. 

lt is far better to give your 
child a sibling, than to save mon- 
ey for his college education. Many 
selfish parents are starving their 
children as regards social stimula- 
tion and psychological food.

Back in the days when Rector’s was the meeting place of food connoisseurs 
we did not have to think about points... flavor was the chief test which food 
had to pass. However, many of the dishes that were most famous in our dining 
rooms were the ones that used meats which are now of low point value.

2 Bills Passed 
For Naval Craft 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—(4)— 
In a rush to authorize the Navy 
to spend about $5,300,000,000 for 
invasion craft, auxiliary vessels, 
and other ships, the senate and 
house passed separate and almost 
identical bills for this purpose to- 
day. 

Members of the Naval Affairs 
Committees of both houses said 
the situation was extremely un- 
usual but that one of the two bills 
would be selected and passed by 
either the senate or house. 


The outlay, recommended by 
Navy Secretary Knox, authorizes 
expenditures for 2,500,000 tons of 
auxiliary vessels and _ 1,000,000 
tons of landing and district (pa- 
trol) craft. » 


16 New Ships. 


Meantime, the Maritime Com- 
mission reported that four escort 
aircraft carriers, two tank car- 
riers, one troop transport, and 
nine frigates were included in No- 
vember’s record-breaking produc- 
tion of 164 ships in merchant 
yards. 

The commission has never be- 
fore reported the monthly output 
of all the special craft built in 
commission yards for the armed 
services. 

The frigates, little known to the 
public generally, are 306-foot anti- 
submarine vessels. Intended for 
escort duty, they are adaptations 
of the destroyer-escort and gun- 
boat. 

Deadweight Tonnage. 


The deadweight tonnage of 
ships delivered in November was 
1,692,763, bringing the total ton- 
nage for the first 11 months of 
this year to 17,194,387 tons. The 


merchant yards in December need | 


only beat the November total by 
3,000 tons—about one-third of a 
Liberty ship—to top the year’s 
goal of 18,890,000 tons. 

Eighty-seven Liberty ships ‘were 
among the vessels delivered in 
November, along with 19 standard 
Maritime Commission tankers, 17 
emergency tankers, 16 of the fast 
C-type cargo ships, four concrete 
barges, three seagoing tugs, one 
private coastal tanker and one ore 
carrier. 

Shipbuilding Statistics. 

Pacific coast shipbuilders deliv- 
ered 78 vessels. Forty-eight were 
completed on the east coast, 31 on 
the gulf coast and seven on the 
Great Lakes. 

In deadweight tonnage the rela- 
tive output was: West coast, 45.92 
per cent; east coast, 33.27 per cent; 
gulf, 19.35 per cent, and Great 
Lakes, 1.46 per cent. 

The Permanente Metals Corpo- 
ration, Henry J. Kaiser’s yard at 
Richmond, Cal., was the leading 
producer with 26 Liberty ships de- 
livered. The Bethlehem-Fairchild 
Shipyard, Inc., at Baltimore, was 
second, .with 20 Liberties.

Rubber Trade 
Idea Attacked 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—(4)— 
Investigating senators learned to- 
day of government efforts to ac- 
celerate production of crude rub- 
ber by sending sewing machines 
and shotguns to Latin American 
countries for sale as “trade goods.” 

The explanation, as disclosed 
by Douglas H. Allen, president of 
the Rubber Development Corpora- 
tion, is that the availability of 
these articles stimulates the rub- 
ber tapper to greater endeavor. 

Chairman Gillette, Democrat, 
Iowa, of the agriculture subcom- 
mittee, before which Allen told 
his story, complained that the gov- 
ernment wasn’t “in the merchan- 
dising business” and said he saw 
no connection between “getting 
laborers up the Amazon and sell- 
ing them sewing machines.” 

“It is the same,” Allen said, “as 
sending rouge and lipstick two 
North Africa if you want to get 
something done by the people.” 

The witness estimated imports 
of crude rubber from all western 
hemisphere sources from April 1, 
1942, to the end of this year would 
approximate 45,000 long _ tons, 
Amazon countries supplying 23,- 
000 tons. 

The corporation, Allen testified, 
suffers no loss on the sale of “mer- 
chandise or incentive goods,” sell- 
ing them for cash at cost to the 
government.

As Athens Dairy Course Closes 


By MARGARET CHILDS. 

ATHENS, Ga., Dec. 9.—Year- 
round pasture, feeding require- 
ments of cattle, breeding and the 
of dairy animals were the 
topics stressed on the final day 
of the dairy short course held at 
the College of Agriculture hére 
this week, under the direction of 
H. S. Henderson, head of the 
dairying department. 

D. Mercier, southern field rep- 
resentative of Kraft Cheese Com- 
pany, from Corinth, Miss., gave 
his plan for having an _ eight- 
month grazing program in this 
state. He advocates sowing cotton 
land with vetch and oats mixed 


in September to insure a cover|} 


crop through the winter and an 
early spring grazing supply. He 
thinks.cows should be kept off 
permanent pasture until well 
along in the spring. 
Summer Grazing. 

Summer grazing on Sudan grass 
and kudzu should last only a part 
of the day, the Kraft representa- 
tive said, because a few hours of 
grazing are sufficient. His plan 
for the fall months was similar, 
but he recommended velvet beans 
as the crop to graze. 

Professor J. W. Bartlett, of 
Rutgers University, New Jersey, 


one of the two or three men who | © 


introduced artificial breeding of 
cattle into this country, spoke on 
the good results obtained from 
the 12-year breeding program he 
has directed. 

Bartlett told the nearly 300 
dairymen, farmers and feed sales- 
men as well as teachers of agri- 
culture, that artificial breeding of 
cattle makes fine stock available 
at a much lower cost to the breed- 
er. He thinks the plan should be 
fostered by co-operatives or dairy 
corporations since individuals oft- 
en cannot afford the cost of ani- 
rials and technicians for the work. 

Henderson said that the attend- 
ance at the short course had far 
exceeded what he expected. Dairy- 
men term it the most practical 
course thet has ever been held in 
Georgia. B. S. Dillard, superin- 
tendent of the Bibb county farm, 
Macon, said “nothing too good can 
be said for the workable manner 
in which the speakers presented 
their information.” 

Jersey Praise. 

“Make the world come to Georgia 
for fine Jersey cattle,” Congreéss- 
man Jimi McCord, Tennessee, told 
160 people gathered here at a ban- 
quet Wednesday night to honor 30 
dairymen whose herds have made 
outstanding records of production 
during the last year. The banquet 
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was held in connection with the 
dairy short course. 

McCord, who was introduced by 
Dean Paul W. Chapman of the 
College of Agriculture as the coun- 
try’s foremost Jersey auctioneer, 
said that Georgia already has a 
higher percentage of fine cows of 
this breed than any other state in 
the union. He said that Georgia 
farms have developed or now own 
the two’ highest-priced bulls ever 
sold at private and public auc- 
tions. 

“The possibilities for the devel- 
opment of fine Jerseys in Georgia 
are equal to any place in the 
world,” the congressman told the 
assemblage of cattle breeders, a 
majority of whom have Jersey 
erds.

MEAT EXTENDERS 


New Respect for Old Dishes 


By Sally Saver. 


Mauy of our old, tried-and- 
true dishes will gain new respect 
and importance in dur eyes if we 
tegard them as meat-savers, which 
gome of them surely are. Consid- 
er spaghetti with meat sauce for 
example. One pound of ground 
beef cooked in a savory sauce and 
served over one pound of spaghetti 
will serve 6 or 8 persons. Pot 
roast with vegetables, meat pie 
avith biscuit crust, stew with 
dumplings, rolled roast with bread 
stuffing, all ‘these are familiar 
mainstays of the budget-minded, 
and they’re all meat-extenders. 
The meat is “extended” with the 
stuffing, vegetables, crust and the 
dumplings.

SPAGHETTI AND MEAT SAUCE. 


1 pound ground beef 

1 teaspoon salt 

1-2 teaspoon pepper 

3 tablespoons grated onion 

1 small can broken mushrooms 

1 can tomato soup 

1 pound spaghetti 

Cook meat until light brown 
and crumbly in a little fat or meat 
drippings. Add undiluted soup, 
mushrooms, onions and seasonings, 
and set over low fire to simmer. 
Add a little water if mecessary. 
Cook spaghetti in rapidly boiling 
salted water until just tender, then 
drain. Arrange on platter or in- 


dividual plates and pour sauce 
over it. Serve at once. 
SWEDISH MEAT BALLS. 

Have 1 pound lean beef and veal 
put through food chopper twice. 
Mix with 1-2 cup milk, 1 cup 
whole wheat flaked cereal, 1-4 
teaspoon allspice, 1 teaspoon grat- 
ed lemon rind, 2 teaspoons salt, 1-4 
teaspoon pepper, 1 tablespoon lem- 
on juice, 2 tablespoons minced 
parsley and 1 well-beaten egg. 
Mix thoroughly and shape into 
small balls. Roll them in flour 
and brown quickly in a little hot 
fat. When brown, cover them 
with a mixture of half milk half 
water. Cover and simmer gently 
25 minutes. Thicken with a lit- 
tle flour, if necessary. 

These can be served over spa- 
ghetti, mashed potatoes, rice, or 
hot corn bread squares. 

Here’s another recipe where one 
pound of ground meat makes a 
main dish, serving 6. 

PINWHEEL MEAT ROLL. 

3-4 pound ground meat, beef, 

veal or lamb 

1-4 pound ground pork 

1 egg, well beaten 

1-4 cup milk or water 

1 cup soft bread crumbs 

2 tablespoons chopped onion 

1-2 teaspoon salt 

1-4 teaspoon sage 

Place meat mixture between 
layers of waxed paper. Roll into 
an oblong 1-4 inch thick. Remove 
top paper and spread meat with 
seasoned mashed potatoes or a soft 
bread stuffing. Then roll up as 
you would a jelly roll. Chill. Then 
bake in an uncovered pan 1 hour 


in a 350-degree oven.

LIMA Y setups SPANISH STYLE 
Soak one pound of small dried 
lima beans overnight in cold 
water. In the morning drain 
them, cover with fresh cold water 
and heat slowly to the boiling 
point. Add a small piece of bacon 
rind and boil until the beans are 
tender. Or if you have had boiled 
smoked tongue or ham, use the 
water from this instead of plain 
water for cooking the beans. When 
the skin on the beans crack, re- 
Melt 
3 tablespoons bacon fat or meat 
drippings, add 1-2 cup chopped 
onion, 1 shredded green pepper 
(without the seeds), 1-2 cup sliced 
ripe olives, 4 large tomatoes, peel- 
ed and cut in pieces, a small piece 
of bayleaf, 1 teaspoon sugar and 
1-4 teaspoon pepper. Boil for 25 
minutes or until the tomatoes are 
very soft and the sauce. slightly 
thick. Drain the beans, put in 
a shallow baking dish, pour the 
cauce over them and mix lightly. 
Cover and bake for about two 
hours in a slow oven, adding a 
little of the water the beans were 
cooked in as necessary to keep 
them moist. Before serving, two 
fried pork sausages or two or 
thre slices cut in pieces may be 
sprinkled over the beans. 


A spread made of chopped rais- 
ins, chopped raw carrots, cabbage 
and mayonnaise is an enjoyable 
sandwich filling for children’s or 
war workers’ lunches. A fresh ap- 
ple, banana or orange is a wel- 
come accompaniment. 


Include a handful of raisins in 
school lunches. Children love 
their chewiness and at the same 
time they get a good share of 
vitamin and mineral values. 


Milk is important for grownups 
as well as for children. If it is 
not palatable to you as a beverage, 
be sureto include it in creamed 
soups, scalloped vegetables, cus- 
tard puddings and sauces. 


Ground meat is very perishable. 
Cook it within 24 hours. Liver, 
kidney, sweetbreads, brains and 
other organ meats also spoil more 
quickly than other cuts. Cook 
them promptly. With meat scarce 
don’t take a chance on spoilage. 


OLD-FASHIONED RICE 
PUDDING 

Scald 1 quart milk with ‘1-3 
cup sugar and 1 teaspoon salt. 
Add-1-3 cup well-washed rice, 2 
tablespoons margarine and 1-4 
teaspoon grated nutmeg. Pour 
into a greased baking dish and 
bake in a slow oven—300 degrees 
—for 1 1-3 Hours. Stir two or 
three times while baking to pre- 
vent the rice settling and to’ in- 
sure a creamy texture. Serve 
warm or cold. If liked 1-2 cup 
seedless raisins may be added to 
the pudding 30 minutes before it 
is done. 


PEANUT COOKIES 

Work 1-3 cup shortening to a 
soft cream, and gradually beat 
in 1-2 cup brown sugar. Next 
add 1 egg and beat to a smooth 
cream, Stir in 1 teaspoon grated 
lemon rind, 1 tablespoon lemon 
juice, 1-2 cup flour sifted with 1-2 
teaspoon baking powder and 1-4 
teaspoon baking soda. Mix well, 
add 1 tablespoon milk, 1-2 cup 
coarsely chopped peanuts and an- 
other 1-2 cup sifted flour. Mix, 
then drop the dough from a tea- 
spoon onto a greased baking pan. 
Press two halves of peanut into 
each cookie and bake in a mod- 
erate oven—375 degrees — for 
about eight minutes or until firm 
and a golden brown. Leave plenty 
of room for the covkies to spread 
while baking.

Their captain had asked that they be shown the film of my South- 
west Pacific trip and that I tell them a little about it. After some 
very light refreshments, we then had a chance to talk together for 
a short time. 

Last evening Walter Wanger brought his film, “Gung-Ho,” to 
show me. It is the story of the Marine Raiders’ Second Battalion 
in training and their first trial by fire on Makin Island, which 
paved the way for the recent victories in the Gilbert group. It is 
a remarkable picture and I am sure that audiences all over this 
country will be interested. 

In the first place, it shows very clearly the value of training. 
I think many of the boys themselves and their parents need to 
understand that the harder the training, the better chance a boy 
has for life when he goes through the actual fighting for the first 
time. It is horrible, of course, but it brought out one thing, that in 
this kind of fighting every individual has a responsibility and every 
man uses his own head. Some of them, like the “No-Good Kid,” 
died having “made very good” indeed. 


We also saw a short film on housing, the first in a series of 
films called “What We Are Fighting For.”. I think it concentrates 
the story of the past and the purposes of modern housing into a 
very few minutes. It is certainly interesting to have it pointed out 
that our ancestors built the gracious towns of New England and 
Virginia and, today, in our modern planning, are trying to return 
to the same type of building which they sought for and, as far as 
possible, to the same kind of living. 


This morning I attended the sale at the French Wives’ Bazaar 
and, as usual, they had the most enchanting things on sale. After- 
wards I went to the luncheon of the officers, incorporators and 
chapter delegates of the Red Cross. It was a very pleasant get- 
together. 

This annual meeting brings people from all over the country 
and their speeches go on throughout the meeting, so it was not 
necessary to have any at lunch, which gave us an opportunity to 
talk to our neighbors. I enjoyed both Cornelius Bliss and Gustavus 
Pope, of Detroit. They had reports on the work in all the different 
theaters of the war and I think they are justifiably proud of the 
record of Red Cross workers everywhere.
